ABERDEEN’S Ashing Industry is fighting 
hard to secure alternative landing Bpaoe to 
replace nearly 1,000 ft. of market being 
taken out of service next week heoause It is 
unsafe. 

Ministers are being lobbied to ensure the speedy 
reconstruction of the Hsh market, but the porta 
long-planned £2tn. project has had to be shelved to 
make way for a less eophlsticated elngle-storey 
market building, i 

This will be a pyu-fabrlcated — and a far cry 
from the planned fish market which Included un- 
derground car parking and ofBces. 

Angry representatives of all soctlons of the local 
fishing Industry have tackled Aberdeen Harbour 
Board to provide temporary landing facilities to 
replace the unsafe eectlon which could berth five 
vessels and take up to around 6,000 boxes of fish. 

An area of Pacific Wharf, a commercial 
deepwater borth adjoining the fish market at 
Commercial Quay, is being switched to fish.

It is these "pares** which will 
have been polluted by this 
massive oil spill. 

Mobile ammals like crab 
and lobster, which live in the 
deeper water, are less likely 
to be affected by the oil. The 
main point is that while the 
oil is floating on the surface of 
the sea it does little damac[e 
— the problem occurs when it 
washes on to beaches or after 
it is sprayed with "disper- 
aanta" and it settles on to the 
seabed. 

Fishermen of the south 
coast are worried about this 
disaster — with such massive 
quantities of oil spilled the 
authorities, although being 
cagey, do expect some pollu- 
tion of English beaches to oc- 
cur at some stage. It is hoped 
that the level of pollution will 
be small. 

SCIENTISTS representing 
at least 14 Mediterranean 
countries met in Athens, 
Greece, in March to discuss 
the jprospecta of increasing 
the ush and shelifisb yield by 
systematic flsh farming.

Their affect on 
shellfish and inshore fish will 
be negligible if used properly. 
Charts marking tlie mam fish 
and ahellfish grounds will be 
used by the authorities to 
^ide spraying if it is decided 
that dispersants have to be 
used to protect the beaches. 

The fear of heavy pollution 
of the Channel Islands 
diminishes daily. Light oil 
slicks might eventually enter 
Jersey waters but so far tides 
indicate that the oil will re- 
main close inshore along the 
French coast. 

The strong winds and 
heavy seas over the weekend 
prevented Jersey boats put- 
ting to sea and have effecuve- 
ly broken up the oil. So far 
local fisheries have not been 
affected. 

The research vessel 
Corella, from the Lowestoft 
Research Laboratory, will 
leave tor the area towards the 
end of this week.

□ A 16ft. GRP boat which 
might suit you very well is the 
Treeve Cove Boat which was 
designed by Gary Mitchell of 
Mev^ssey and is moulded 
^ Treeve Marine Ltd., 
Treeve Lane, Hayle, 
Cornwall. It can be powered 
by either an inboard or out- 
board engine. \ 

Its overall length is 15 ft. 6 
in., waterline length 15 ft., 
beam G ft. 6 in. and draught 
about 1 ft. 6 in. It can be built 
to White Fish Authority re- 
quirements with heavy duty 
iremin^ and hull lay-up, and 
will] reinforced gunwale and 
keel. 

It can also be supplied as 
an open boat or witn a small 
wheelhouse forward and with 


20 in. so you could power it 
with a long shaft outboard. 

Sixteen, nineteen and 
twenty-two ft. simulated 
clinker-built GRP hulls, 
moulded on the lines of 
traditional Norfolk beach 
boats, are obtainable from 
Stratton Long Marine, 
Blakeney, Norfolk.

1 have dyed nets, he writes, 
with Cuprinol, (Jutcli and 
Dylon. Although the most 
expensive, Cuprinol is the 
easiest and quickest to uae. 
But the colour fades quickly 
and before long you are left 
with white nets. 

Cutch is good, and, if you 
are properly organised to do 
90, you can dye a lot of nets 
with it quite cheaply. 

Dylon is very choap and 
readily obtainable from 
chemists and hardware 
stores. It is easy to use and 
Mlours nets very quickly if a 
handful or two of salt is used 
to fix it. 'Two Dylons will dye 
100 yards of netting. 

If you are going to use it, he 
recommends that you choose 
a shade deeper than the one 
you really want "as the dye 
chart lan tvery accurate". He 
also recommends that you br- 
mg the bath just to the 
boil, let the nets simmer in it 
for two or three minutes and 
then remove them and hang 
them up to dry. 

The nets he has dyed in 
this way have retained their 
colour for two seasons when 
kept out of bright sunlight, 
py comparison, dyed nets 
bought from Stuarts (J. & W 
btuart Ltd., Esk Mills, 
Musselburgh, Midlothian) 
nave retained their colour for 
five seasons.

supplied with a Pyropreas 
alarm system. 

VVilmar Engineering of 
Aberdeen supplied the 
generating set wnich is based 
on a 110 hp Volvo Penta 
diesel engine. 

It provides power for a 
Desmi bilge ana general ser- 
vice pump, Transmotor llOV 
generator, Transmotor- 24V 
generator, and a hydraulic 
pump to drive the deck 
machinery for iishing gear 
. retrieval. 

Hydraulic oil from this 
pump is fed into the main 
hydraulic circuit through a 
manifold valve assembly 
eliminating the need for a lot 
of extra pipework. 

Two tanks in the 
engineroom have a total 
capacity for 3,000 gallons of 
fuel oil. The heavy-duty 
batteries are by Exide. 

Oir deck a D. F. Sutherland 
combination seine and trawl 
winch ia fitted below the 
whaleback.

Remember, the 
companies with the biggest 
turnover and tho biggest 
advertising budget do not 
nocessarily pay the biggest 
bonofils. 

Ask your accountant, if in 
doubt OB to how much you 
should invest in your pension, 
but don't be eurpileed if he 
seoB it more in tlie light of tax 
reliof.
